(Page 7, lines 10-19) In a preferred embodiment the 
second peptide portion is a membrane translocation sequence, 
capable of directing a peptide through the membrane of a 
eukaryotic cell. Example of such peptides include the HSV-1 VP22 
protein (Elliot et al, 1997), the HIV Tat protein (for example 
residues 1-72, 37-72 or 48-60; Fawell et al, 1994) or a sequence 
that is derived from the Drosophila melanogaster antennapedia 
protein, e.g. the 16 amino acid peptide sequence: 
Arg-Gln-Ile-Lys-Ile-Trp-Phe-Gln-Asn-Arg-Arg-Met-Lys-Trp-Lys-Lys 
(SEP ID NO: 6) . 
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
